During the whole of 1894 the total 
amount of materials received at the 
factory in Berkeley, and of 
finished 
products shipped from it, aggregated 
5354 tons, of which large amount five- 
eighths was material entering factory 
and three-eighths product sent 
out, 
toilet soap and fancy articlhs compris­ 
ing about one fifth of this. 
However, 
in the eight months so far passed Of 
this year, the similar gross amount has 
been over 9400 tons, or an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent.

employees averages about fifty people, 
although often running far above that. 
They have their own printing office, 
with four large steam power presses, 
besides many smaller ones, etc.

facilitate shipments this company runs 
its own 
steamer, 
the 300-ton side- 
wheeler Mare Island, with a full crew 
of men. |The business of the company 
covers the whole Pacific Coast, from 
A'aska to Central America, and reaches 
into the interior as far as Wyoming, 
Colorado and Texas, and is constantly 
growing.—S. F. Journal of Commerce.

It is announced that the State taxes 
will-amount to 68 cents which is higher 
than they have been for years, and 
coming at this time after a series of 
hard times and poor crops, it will come 
very hard upon the poor people of the 
State, and especially the farmers whose 


all is being taken by the Railroad 
Company for freights. 


The 
Republican platform 
pledged 
the party to stay-within 59 cents while 
the Democrats pledged themselves to 
keep the levy below 45 cents. Neither 
one of them have kept their pledges. 


The last Legislature was a Republican 
Legislature and a 
most extravagant 
one, yet it could not have passed many 


of the extravagant bills that were intro­ 
duced there unless it had received the 
votes of the Democratic members. In 
refutation of this it might be said that 
the Governor was Democratic and he 
could •have used his veto power and 
thereby kept the limit to at least 50 
cents. 


The Governor did use his veto power 
to a great extent, but he had to call a 
halt on the veto question or cripple 
the State. 
The great trouble was that 
a part of the deficiency was caused by 
a former Legislature which foisted the 
Coyote bounty upon the State and upon 
the last Legislature which spent the 
peoples money like water in keeping 
up an army of useless attaches at Sac­ 
ramento. 
The blame for the high rate 


of taxation this year rests upon the 
'Board of Equalization and the last Re­ 
publican Legislature. 


The Board ot Equalizatiou is blamed 


for not putting the proper taxes upon 
the Railroad Companies. 
Had they 
taxed the Railroad Company equally 
with the individuals, there would have 
been plenty of money upon which to 
run the government at even a 45 cent 
levy. 


The 
Republican 
members of the 
Legislature will have to do some pretty 
tall explaining to their constituents be­ 
fore they can be returned to Sacra­ 
mento two years from now. 


The people are getting tired of party 
pledges and individual pledges from 
politicians who want to hold office, 
and will believe in them no more, un­ 
less' there be some law enacted where­ 


by the individual who breaks bis pledge 
may be punished. 
In the meantime 
the people have no redress and will 
have to pay the exhorbaant taxes or 
have their property confiscated.

S E D A N 
C E L E B R A T I O N . 


Unless the German Emperer is fully 
prepared for war and has made the 
necessary arrangements not only for an 
international struggle, but ior a contest 
•with the discontented' 
element in 
Germany itself, he has made some 
Very foolish and ill advised remarks. 
It is true that he ostensibly put him­ 
self in the background and glorified 
his grandfather, 
William I, but that 
can deceive no one who has even a 
cursory or desultory 
knowledge of 
European politics. 
What he said was, 
in effect; " I will maintain the auto­ 
cracy which my grandfather established; 
I will make Germany the dominant 
power in the affairs of Continental 
Europe, and I will crush socialism and 
democracy by my imperial and kingly 
power and with the army which I con­ 
trol." 


That this is the meaning of the 
Emperor's speech is obvious. 
He de­ 
clared that a rabble unworthy to bear 
the name of Germans has dared to re­ 
vile the German people and has dared 
to drag in the dust the person of the 
universally honored Emperor. 
This 
refers, no doubt, to the threatened 
demonstration against the unveiling of 
the statue to William I, when every­ 
body but a chosen few were excluded. 


The 
London Globe expresses the 


odinion editorially that the German 
celebrations have endangered the peace 


of Europe. 
The tone of the Berlin 
papers.'says the Globe, has been offen­ 
sive and such as to wound needlessly 
the feelings of the French, and the 
Emperor has allowed himself to use 
language which is at least capable of 
being misunderstood. 
All this is true, 
no doubt, but it does not follow that 
either war or revolution will supervene. 
France has found prosperity and pro 
gress in peace, and the German Social­ 
ists are not ready for the proclamation 


of a German republic. 
The words of 
the Emperor, however, will not be 
forgotten, and some day they may 
come back to him in a way that will 
surprise him. 
The least that can be 
said is that the Sedan celebration was 
not a kindly thing and that the Em 
peror*s speech was a display of turgid 
rhetoric and very Lad judgment.—S.

The Durrant murder trial was fairly 
started yesterday in Judge 
Murphy's 
Court room in San Francisco. 
Dis­ 
trict Attorney Barnes addressed the 
Jury and outlined the case and showed 
what he expects to prove. 


If he can prove one-half of what he 
expects to, Durrants time on the earth 


is very short, and he will soon occupy 
the cell that Fredericks frescoed at 


San Quentin, and which he left for the 
gallows. 


The Judge, Jury, Court officers and 
Durrant were taken to the Emmanuel 
Baptist Church yesterday where they 
viewed the church, the library where 
Minnie Williams was murdered, and 
the belfrey where Blanche Lamont's 
body was found, 
tkurrant, when taken 
over the scenes of tirime which he is 
alleged to have committed, was not one 
bit affected but on the contrary seemed 
pleased to visit the church once more, 
and nodded and smiled pleasantly to 
his friends.
